Private K eizer of the Sixth Cavalry Beats 
the Record. 
D e n v e r (Col). August 7th.—A Fort Wingate 
special to the .Vtirs.says: The fourth and last day 
of the Division of the Pacific contest was held 
here to-day. The firing was at skirmish. The 
day, for skirmish shootiug, was perfect. Dur­ 
ing the morning firing Private Keizer, Troop H, 
Sixth Cavalry, made the large and most re­ 
markable run of 155 points. Although he fell 
short of his score of yesterday by fifteen points, 
so far he still holds the lead by a large major­ 
ity.

Private M. Hayes. Troop M, Fourth Cavalry, 
made the second best score, 145 points, which is 
most excellent shootiDg. First Sergeant E. O. 
Perkins, Troop L, Sixth Cavalry, made the re­ 
markable score ot 145 paints. 
During the afternoon shooting Private Keizer 
again made the best record, 142 points, while 
Captain Kerr, Sixth Cavalry, came in second 
with a score of 141 points. 
In the four days’ shooting private Keizer, 
Troop H, Sixth Cavalry, made the remarkable 
score of 149 points, and Corporal Thornton. 
Troop A, Sixth Cavalry, comes in second, with 
132.Private Keizer has won the first place on the 
division team, the gold medal and a place in 
the army, with a score of 646 points, or an av­ 
erage of 41 points.

A BREAK FOR LIBERTY. 
State Prison Convicts Endeavor to M ake 
Their Escape. 
Bo sto n, August 7th.—For some time past 
trouble has been brewing at tbe Charleston 
State Prison, having its origin in the objections 
of the inmates to submit to the enforcement of 
the tecrtillo system ol measurements. This 
afternoon the convicts in tbe shoe shops re­ 
fused to obey orders, aud, as if led by some pre­ 
arranged signal, all set up a terrific yell and 
missiles ol evert- description were scut flying in 
ail directions, the windows on tbe north and 
west side being err truly demolished. 
They made a dash for the yard and a mob of 
over fifty infuriated oouvicts rushed (or the 
various walls. Instantly the sentries began 
firing. The other officers of the institution 
were quickly at hand and, with drawn revolv­ 
ers, soon massed the gang* in groups, alter a 
hard fight, in which clubs were Ireely used, 
aud many convicts’ heads were badly crushed. 
Word was quickly sent to police headquarters 
and in a short time 20u police reacned tbe 
prison in patrol wagons. It is not thought that 
any prisoners were seriously wounded, but as 
the excitement is not fully subsided it is im­ 
possible to say what thq result ol the shooting 
will bring forth, the guard on the walls has 
been trebled and a l&ige number of policemen 
are massed in the vara and corridors.

the United States, 
have 
united in

patient effort by conference and fair repre­ 
sentation to induce the carriers' representatives 
to deter the adoption of the so-called uniform 
bill of lading until its terms, conditions, appli­ 
cations and scope might be fully examined and 
properly understood by all shippers; and, 
whereas, notwithstanding the expíes* agree­ 
ment to recommend a reasonable extension of 
time, said carriers' representatives did recom­ 
mend the immediate adoption and enforce­ 
ment of said instrument; and, whereas, the 
practical effect of this action has been aa ad­ 
vance in r«tes ranging from 20 to 50 per cent 
above the prices which we e charged for trans­ 
porting the same commodities and products 
under precisely similar conditions and circum­ 
stances prior to August 1st; therefore 
Jtesolrcd. That our earnest protest against the 
unjust aud unreasonable course pursued by tbe 
railways embraced in the central traffic trunk 
line of the southern Railway and Steamship 
Association and United Lake lines, be recorded.

THE GUATEMALAN TROUBLE. 
A D enial That Telegram s H ave Been 
W ithheld. 
El. P aso (Tex.), August 7th.—The New York 
papers reached here to-day. containing inter­ 
views with Minister Crusa and Consul-General 
Baiz, in regard to the Interrupted communica­ 
tion between Secretare Blaine and Minister 
Mizner at Guatemala. The New York officials 
of that Government charge that all the wires 
are now monopolizrd by the Boniella family, 
who have a news agency, with one member of 
the fami.y at El Paso. 
The Times here published the interview from 
tbe New York Star, and in its issue to-morrow 
will appear tbe lollowing answer from Boni- 
E l P aso, Texas, August 7,1890. 
To the Editor of the rimes—M uch E steem ed 
F r ie n d : I was surprised to find in your issue to- 
dav a clipping irom the New York Star, where­ 
in Guatemalau Minister Cruz and Consul-Gen­ 
eral Baiz attack my family and the telegraphic 
agency conducted by myself and brothers, who 
reside at the Capital of Guatemala. In answer, 
I will begin by saying that as our telegraphic 
business is iiot participated in by my father, 
nothing should be said of him. 
In regard to the representations and com­ 
plaints made by Minister Cruz and lodsuI Baiz 
I am in a position to state that they lie, and 
shall have the pleasure of having this fact come 
before tue svorla as soon as Mr. Blaine and the 
Mexican Minister and Mr. Mizner terminate 
their investigations. AU they have said to the 
Star is a tissue of falsehoods, and would bring a 
blush to the face of a gentlemnn. 
Mr. Crnz says he was indignant to learn of a 
syndicate that monopolizes the telegraphic 
communication with the seal of war, and that 
the syndicate consisted ol the Bonilla family. 
Mr. Cruz lies when he says my father is con­ 
nected with our business. He also lies when he 
saya one of my brothers is stationed at Libertad, 
the port of Salvador, and the only instante 
where he does not lie is in locating one of the 
brothers here, with offices in Paso Del Norte 
and El Paso, Tex. 
The statement that the Bonilla agency had 
monopolized the Mexican Central wires ha* pro­ 
voked laughter here. The Bonilla agency has 
never sent out a line of news to any newspaper, 
and Cruz lies when he so states. 
In regard to the last charge of interrupting 
telegrams, I sav that a few days ago the New 
York Star said'that it was strange that Mr. 
Blaine could not commuuicate by cable with 
Guatemala, and that it was equally strange that 
Mr. Blaine has heard from Mr. Mizner at Guate­ 
mala by another line (the Bonilla). Thisproves 
that Cruz has lied, for Mlzner s messages 
through the Bonilla agency always reached 
Blaine, while tbe letter's messages to Mizner by­ 
cable failed to reach their destination. The 
reason for this is plain. Libertad, through 
which the cable reaches Guatemala, is iu bal* 
vador and since June 22d communication 
through that point has been stopped. 
The cable company knowing this, has failed 
to refuse messages for Gua'emala. Our agency 
has promptly dispatched ail telegrams. Even 
yesterday the Bonilla agency transmitted over 
2141 words from Mizner to Blaine. If we had 
even intercepted their telegrams we would not 
be further trusted with them. We have no 
monopoly. Any person or peisons can engage 
in the business we carry on. 
In fact, there is now here in El Paso, Juda 
Rodrigues Casti Dejon, the Secretary of the 
Guatemalan Lpgation at the City of Mexico, 
who has been transmitting the official messages 
of his Government for two years. Our agency 
has handled teltgtam s for both Cruz and Baiz, 
aud their Governments. In fact, not over tight 
years ago, I haa in my hands a message for 
both of them,lyet they tell the Star that that 
was news to them. 
The fact Is, that they have patronized our 
service because it is efficient, prompt and cheap. 
We have but two connecting offices to reach the 
United states, while the cable has six before 
reaching Galveston. 
In regard to the charge that we have refused 
the Associated Press our news, it is answered 
bj the simple statement tnat we have Dot dealt 
in news, but we would be happy to serve them 
as soon as peace is restored in Central America.

U e c o r p -U n io n : There is no region 
in western California where Nature bas 
done more to make things pleasant for 
man, or where man has done more to make 
things pleasant and profitable for himself, 
than tbe fair hill and-valley section of 
which Clear Lake is the shining center. It 
is beautiful to look upon, easy to reach- 
agreeable to abide iu. It is the tourist’s 
paradise, and the fisherman's haven. The 
j object of this article is to tell R e c o r d U n io n 
readers some plain facts about the Clear 
Lake region. 
The guide books and hotel circulars sound 
the praises of Clear Lake in their own elo­ 
quent fashion. They don’t over-praise, 
but they doD’t always succeed in making 
tbe superlatives seem real. It isn't neces­ 
sary to call Clear Lake the most beautiful 
of the smaller lakes in Aiuerica, or to the 
effect that its one ot tbe fiuest fishing 
grounds in the world. But if any man 
with his live senses in good shape can be 
taken around the lake a! this season of the 
year, he will soon be beyond the need of 
having the attractions of the place named 
for him. 
The lake is about thirty miles in length, 
with an average width of about six or 
seven miles On the extreme hight of 
"Uncle Sam,” which stands on its western 
borders, seventeen thousand and five bun- 
dred feet above the lake (which can be 
reached by horseback), one may form some 
idea of the grandeur and beauty of its 
scenery for which Clear Lake is noted.

While the sides of the lake are 
not covered with vineyards and farm­ 
houses. still the shores sre dotted occasion­ 
ally with a handsome cottage or hotel, af­ 
fording a panorama of unceasing beauty 
and interest to the tourist, when viewed 
from the deck of the passing steamer. The 
steamboat service is superior to any other 
upon the inland lakes. In speed, beauty 
and elegance the boats are without rival 
for their size, while each boat adds to the 
delight of the tourist by furnishing de­ 
lightful music. 
Allow me, in conclusion, to say that if 
any one wants to learn the many attractive 
places on the lake, let hint make tbe trip 
from Lakeport to Lower Luke, which will 
afford a grand view of the lake, the hills 
aud tbe surrounding scenery.

BUENOS AYHES. 
F resident l'r lu u n \ H ccgnuttou A ccepteil 
by the C ham ber. 
BUENOS A v k es, August 7lh.—Ncuor Dardo Ro­ 
cha will attempt to lorm a Ministry. The ill- 
veftlgation iuto the affairs of the Government 
conducted by the Oelmanites is a complete 
fiasco. In secret session Seuor Rocha declared 
that Congress must sit until the question of 
Government was settled. 
A committee visited President Colman to day 
and informed him that if he did not leslgn he 
would be impeached. Colman then seat in his 
resignation, but said that history would justify 
his course. The resignation was accepted by a 
vote of61 to 22. 
After the reading in the Chamber of Deputies 
of President Uolman's message, tenderit g his 
resignation ol the Presidency, General K o c h 
invited tire members to express their opinlous 
as to the advisability ot accepting it. 
General Mausella opposed its acceptance ou 
the ground that such actual by the Chamber 
would be an admiselou of tl triumph of the 
revolution and Buenos Ayres over the other 
provinces of the republic. He declared the 
action of President Celman, iu tendering his 
resignation, culpable cowardice. 
Roca explained that he had sacrificed himself 
iu otder to show how utterly impossible tt was tor 
Celman to continue iu the Presidency after the 
mistakes made by the members of the Presi­ 
dent's party. Nobexiy, he declared, could serve 
a man who had shown such complete inca­ 
pacity. He had gravely compromised the coun­ 
try. It was not Buenos Ayres alone which op 
posed l’resideitt Celnmu, but every province of 
the republic and cveiy honest man w as against 
him. Koca’s remarks were greeted with ap 
plause. 
The vote on the acceptance of the resignation 
was taken in dead silence: but when the result 
wa* announced, showing a majority in favor 
of accepting it, the Chamber resounded w*th 
cheers. 
Roca quietly left the chamber by a back door, 
in order to escape Ihe joyful demonstrations of 
those present. 
There is much rejoicing throughout Ihe city 
al the success of the movement to force Cef* 
man’s resignation. It is probable Roca w ill bo 
Minister oi the Iuterior, Irojoyen w ill probably 
be Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Castra Min­ 
ister of Finance. I’iaza, Uriburu and Garcia are 
also meutioncd as probable members of the new 
Cabinet. 
Del Valle addressed a meeting of citiz-'ns last 
night. In the course ol his address he said :

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A FEW WORDS TO THE CITY TRUSTEES. 


W hen it is confidered that upon one of 
the island reclamation districts below this 
c'.ty there is a centrifugal pump that 
throws out 100,000 gallons of water a min­ 
ute, or 6,000,000 gallons an hour, or 144,­ 
000,000 in the day, it is amazing that this 
c ity should dilly-dally with an indifieren 
old pump at Y street that is inoapable of 
discharging the surplus drainage of the 
city. 
Y et the interest that finds it profit­ 
able to work the great pump referred to, 
and which is making money rapidly by 
the operation, does not represent one-tenth 
the moneyed interest that is involved in 
the drainage system of Sacramento. 
The truth is, it would be cash in hand 
to the people of Sacramento to excavate a 
basin at the foot of the drainage pipe 
on Y street, cement it and put in a pump 
such as that referred to, and throw out-in 
a quarter of the working hours of each 
day every particle of the drainage of the 
city. 
W ith such machinery the lower 
part of the city, which is a pond, and the 
section south of M street that is liable to 
choked drains every winter would be com­ 
pletely relieved and the whole area of the 
city would be kept as dry as a bone the 
year around. Duriug the most of the time 
when the drains refuse to carry ofl the 
rain water, and when, in consequence, lots 
and basements on the old grade are flooded, 
such a pump as that referred to would lift 
the whole of the water w ithin the city 
lim its and cast it out daily in seven hours’ 
time. 
But we pursue the six-by-nine 
policy of paying an engineer month in 
and month out to stand by a rickety old 
concern that at no time can empty the 
drainage and that is powerless to afiord re­ 
lief in case of an ordinary rain-storm. 
Day after day last winter when there 
was heavy rainfall the drains choked and 
the residents south of L street and below 
N inth street, and those west of Tenth and 
north of 1 street were damaged in purse 
and comfort by their basements being 
flooded by backwater from the sewers. 
H ad there been such a pump as that in 
the Pearson district located at the proper 
point on Y street, the entire drainage 
could have been thrown into a flume and 
have been discharged by gravitation into 
the river. 
There is a pump in operation 
at the foot of Grand Island, the expense of 
which is borne by about thirty persons, 
that throws out daily water sufficient to 
equal the entire day drainage of this city in 
the winter season. 
We submit that it will 
cost no more to operate such a pump, so 
far as salaries are concerned, than it does 
to run the small and wholly inefficient 
affair we now have, that has not the capa­ 
city to empty the water out of the low­ 
lands In the city between It and Y streets- 
I t would cost more for fuel and more to 
put in such machinery as is needed, but 
th e returns would a hundred fold repay 
the expense. 
W e submit to the Trustees 
th a t the subject is worth examination, and 
that it will pay them to sit down, pencil 
in hand, and ascertain if this city cannot 
in the long run operate a proper discharge 
pump cheaper than the indifferent affair 
it now runs, and which it is com|>elled to 
work for three times the length of time 
that is necessary. 


THE ELECTRICAL EXECUTION METHOD. 


The wisdom of the New York law pro­ 
hibiting detailed reports of executions was 
emphasized by the Kemmler execution. 
Here we have columns of details, specula­ 
tion and conjecture, alleged fact and denial, 
concerning an aflair that at the outside 
took but seventeen seconds of time. 
The 
truth is, that when the average sensation 
reporter starts out to show what he can do, 
time is eliminated, distance counted out, 
and space treated as a m atter of no conse­ 
quence. 
There never was a rej>ort of an execu­ 
tion so full of absurdity and contradiction 
as in the case of Kemmler. 
Even the doc­ 
tors are in disagreement to some extent. 
In one breath we are told that it was a 
horrible scene, because there were some 
signs of life at the expiration of six and a 
half seconds from the time the current was 
applied. 
Then it is said that the man 
suffered untold torture. 
Who knows that? 
W hat proof is there of it ? But it is added 
th a t the man heaved a sigh, or gave evi­ 
dences of breathing at the expiration of 
eleven seconds. 
W e have seen the chest 
heave, and the head rock, and the hands 
convulsively twitch, and the legs draw up, 
and the whole body quiver and contort at 
th e expiration of eight, ten, and even 
twelve minutes after the drop fell in exe­ 
cutions by hanging. 
W e have seen the 
knot slip and the man die in slow torture 
by strangulation. 
In some cases the rope 
parts and the miserable victim has to be 
swung up the second time. 
In not a few 
cases the fall has jerked the head from off 
th e body. 
In all case*of hanging the feat­ 
ures are fearfully contorted, and were it 
not for the black cap the spectators would 
be horrified at the sight of the dying 


man’s face. But we arc told th at in Kemm- 
ler’s case there was nothing about his feat­ 
ures to indicate any other than a peaceful 
death. 
One of our contemporaries, the San 
Francisco Call, gravely expresses the fear 
th at the electrical process of execution has 
scored a failure, and forecasts that the law 
commanding th at system w ill be repealed. 
W e subm it th at this is hasty judgm ent. 
The first case probably was not managed 
as well as it should have been. 
I t is n at­ 
ural th at in a first case som? errors should 
be committed th at will not appear in the 
next one. We have no w arrant for w riting 
down electrical executions as a failure be­ 
cause in the initial case there were evidences 
of vitality at the expiration of six and a 
half seconds, or ten or twenty seconds or 
even a minute. 
It is a fact th at the doc­ 
tors are agreed that so far as science can 
determ ine the victim suffered not at all, 
and died w ithout pain or struggle, and 
was unconscious and insensible from the 
instant th at the electrical current was ap­ 
plied. 
U nder such a finding it is foolish 
to condemn the new system and pronounce 
the prophecy of its abandonment and a re­ 
turn to th at old and barbarous agency, the 
rope.

Says H enry Cabot Lodge in the Atlantic 
Monthly: 
The world owes a greater debt to its w riters of 
books, p r o b a b l y , than to any other m en who 
have lived. In tbe noble words of Dr. Johnson, 
they are the men who "help us to e D jo y life, or 
teach us to endure it." 
Under the prevailing system of laws 
these writers are robbed on both sides of 
the globe. 
In the U nited States we per­ 
m it the work of the European author to 
be stolen and sold for the sole benefit of 
the thief. 
On the other side of the A t­ 
lantic they consent to the product of 
American literary genius being stolen and 
retailed for the benefit of the conscience­ 
less pilferer. 
International copyright pol­ 
icy simply declares that the nefarious bus­ 
iness shall cease, and that if a foreign pub 
lisher produces the work of an American 
author he shall do so only with his con­ 
sent ; and so, too here, that our literary 
pirates shall go out of business. 
In short, 
international copyright does even-handed 
justice. 
Y et an American Congress de­ 
clines to agree to it. On the contrary, it 
applauds while piratical publishers call 
upon authors at the end of a bludgeon to 
stand and deliver.

THE LEVEES.

There was a largely attended meeting 
yesterday at Oak H all, on the Riverside 
road, of land-owners in that vicinity, 
oalled for the purpose of considering plans 
for improving and strengthening the levee 
on the east side of the river between this 
city and Freeport. 
The original intention 
had been to form a swamp land district to 
embrace the low lands in the locality 
named, but it was found that there was a 
provision of law in force which prohibits 
the formation of swamp land districts 
within two miles ot any incorporated city. 
Finding that this plan could not be car­ 
ried out, it was decided to have the levee 
below the city improved, the expense 
thereof to be borne by private subscription. 
A committee was appointed to examine 
the levee, in conjunction with County 
Surveyor Boyd, and to report at a fu'ure 
meeting the result of their inspection, 
together with an estimate of the probable 
expense. 
The committee performed the labor im ­ 
posed on them, and formulated a report 
thereof. 
This report was subm itted at 
yesterday's 
meeting. 
Jaiues 
O’Neill, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee, 
presided aDd explained its purpose. Carl 
Munger acted as Secretary. 
The report 
was read, as follows : 
To the Land-owners of Levee District So. One: 
Your com m ittee appointed at a m eeting held 
at Oak Hall, July 26th, to procure legal advice 
and proceed to lorm a swamp land district, in 
accordance w ith the general laws of th e Slate, 
report as follows: 
The com m ittee m et im m ediately after ad­ 
journm ent of the m eeting of July 2 th and or­ 
ganized by electing Jam es O'Neill Chairm an, 
Jam es McNasser Vice-Chairman, Carl Muuger 
Secretary and adjourned to m eet at the Golden 
Eagle Hotel at 10 a . m . Monday m orning. 
Prom ptly at 10 o’clock your com m ittee met, 
all the mem bers of the com m ittee beiDg present. 
After considering the m atter they concluded to 
consult attorneys Leonard V Hinksou, and im­ 
m ediately proceeded to their office. Finding 
Messrs. Leonard & Hiukson in , the Chairm an 
explained to them the object of our visit. Mr. 
H inkson carefully reviewed all the steps neces­ 
sary to be taken in the formation of a swamp 
laud district, and your com m ittee found th at it 
takes a great deal of tim e—over two m onths at 
the least—and the necessary steps involve a 
great deal of labor and expense. 
I'pon motion, Messrs. Leonard 
Hinkson 
were employed as attorneys to do all necessary 
legal work in the formation of a swamp land 
district, ana a definite sum agreed upon lor 
th eir services. The attorneys em ployed by the 
com m ittee wishing tim e to exam ine into the 
law more fully, the com m ittee adjourned to 
m eet at Leonard & H inkson’s office at 10 a. m. 
Thursday. 
The com m ittee m et prom ptly at the place ap­ 
pointed, the attorneys ol the com m ittee being 
present, and the result of their researches given 
to your committee, and the conclusions reached 
were th at the geueral law in regard to forma­ 
tion of swamp land districts applied to places 
where there was no district, and that Levee 
D istiict No. 1 still exists, and ss long as it was 
in legal existence no new district could be 
formed. 
Grave doubts are held as to the constitution­ 
ality of the A c t forming Levee District No. 1. 
Should Levee District No. 1 be annulled by 
legal proceedings, w hich can be done, then the 
provision of the statutes which expressly ex ­ 
em pt from the general law in regard to swamp 
land districts all lauds w ithin two m iles of any 
incorporated town, would intervene to prevent 
the lorm ation of our district. 
Upon these conclusions your com m ittee found 
it would be impossible to form a district under 
existing laws. Not being able to do anything 
farther at p rtsent in the formation of a district, 
they requested Messrs. Leonard 
Hinkson to 
present their bill for services, to give their opin­ 
ion in w riting, which is subm itted with this re­ 
po n , and to prepare the necessary Acts to be 
jresented to the next Legislature, rem oving all 
egal obstacles to the form ation of a new swamp 
lan d district. 
Messrs. Leonard & Hinksou presented a bill 
for 8100 for legal advice, including the drafting 
of any and all bi Is necessary for annulling all 
Acts of the Legislature th at prevent the iorma- 
tion of our district. 
Your com m ittee paid the attorneys 850, agree­ 
ing to pay the balance when the bills to be pre­ 
sented to the Legislature were drafted. 
After viewing the situation and taking into 
consideration the narrow escape from flood the 
past season and the vast am ount of property at 
stake, your com m ittee felt it would not do to stop 
h cflt.soihey concluded to m ake a careful in­ 
vestigation of the entire levee from Y street to 
Freeport, w ith a view of noting all the weak 
places, do the com m ittee adjourned to m eet 
the following day, Friday, at 8 a . 
m . at Front 
andY streets, requesting the County Survtyor. 
Mr. Boyd, to accom pany them . 
On Friday m orning, at half-past 7, the com ­ 
m ittee m et at Front and Y streets, all present 
except Messrs. McNasser and Curtis, who were 
unavoidably absent. 
The com m ittee, w ith Surveyor Poyd, started 
out at once on their tour of inspection. 
They found the levee in fair condition u n til 
they reached the old Lovdal break. 
Here tney 
found the levee high euough. but entirely too 
steep to 
safe. aDd in their judgm ent concluded 
the slope should be increased on the side next to 
the river. 
The next place requiring fixing was 
from the upper line of Mrs. Butter’s to the Half­ 
way House, on lower line of Ascheuauer place. 
This levee lequires raising two feet. 
The next place notici d was just above the 
blacksm ith shop on the levee fronting on Lin­ 
coln laud. 
Here lhe hight was all right, but 
the levee beiug so near the river is subject to a 
g reatdeal of wash 
This levee cannot be moved 
back without shutting ofl'ihe road. There has 
been considerable trouble at this place the post 
season. 
Your com m ittee concluded that the best thing 
to be done at this place was to brush it. The 
length of the levee uecessary to fix is about 2.0 
feet. 
From this place down to the large oak tree, on 
the E dw ard's ranch, the levee seemed to be 
good. 
But from the oak tree to the upper line of 
H unger's the levee requires raising, in some 
places two foet. in others less; except as to 
height the levee is com paratively good. 
fc ron: H unger’s to Freeport your com m ittee 
carefully exam ined all the levee, and w ith the 
exception of about 350 feet on George Peters’ 
place and 100 test on Jos. Maxon’s upper place, 
which require fixing, the levees were excep­ 
tionally good. The com m ittee was agreeably 
surprised to find the levee in such good condi­ 
tion: in some places the levees were from :f0 to 
40 feet wide on top, and these parties certainly 
deserve credit for the tine shape in which they 
have kept their levees. 
Your com m ittee instructed the Surveyor to 
m ake a careful estim ate of the cost, of repair- 
iug the levees at the places mentioned, and give 
the same to us to be subm itted to you, and we 
herew ith subm it tae same, together with the 
opinion of attorneys. 
Your com m ittee recom m end, in view of the 
situation in which the district is placed, end 
for the protection of the property of the district, 
th e following: 
First—1 h at the money necessary to do the 
work recom m ended be ra sed by subscription. 
Second—1 h at each property-holder subscribe 
the same am ount each would have to pay for 
the same work were it done by a legally cstab- 
liehed district. 
Third—T hat all m oneys be paid over to the 
com m ittee, to bo by them expended in the in­ 
terest of the district. 
Fourth—That this com m ittee be instructed to 
go before the next l-egislature and have «11 
laws repealed th a t affect the form ation of this 
district into a new district. 
Fifth— That after having said laws repealed 
th a t they proceed to form a new district in ac­ 
cordance w ith the geueral law in regard to 
Sw am p Land District.. 
S ixth—T hat as soon as a new district is 
formed, th a t the entire levee be strengthened 
from one end the other. 
All of which Is respectfully subm itted.

Acting under your instructions of 1st inst . I 
herew ith subm it for your consideration my pre­ 
lim inary report an d ’estim ate of the probabl’e 
cost of repanitig and strengthening the Sacra­ 
m ento river levee in i’s weakest points between 
Y street of Sacram ento city and the junction 
w ith the old railroad grade near Freeport. 
On August 1st, in company with your com­ 
m ittee, I inspected the entire length "of levee, 
noting the several locations requiring im m edi­ 
ate repairs : subsequently I made surveys and 
exam inations to dcierm ine the probable cost of 
the work as outlined by your com m ittee. 
We found the levees generally well bnilt, but 
in several places noticeably weak and throuih- 
out the entire length on an average of about six 
to ten inchesabovc the high-w ater m ark o flast 
winter. 
Under the existing condi'ion of affairs, viz.: 
your inability to proceed either under the stat­ 
utes governing Keclam atiuu D istrict No 1, or 
under the general laws relating to Swamp Land 
Reclam ation Districts, owing to the geograph­ 
ical location of a portion of your district, it is 
found impossible to levy a general tax upon the 
lan d ow ners sufficient to m eet th e cost of a gen­ 
eral and system atic plan of reclam ation; there­ 
fore to prepare for oontl gent high w ater next 
w inter it is advisable and strongly recom ­ 
m ended to strengthen such weak places ss were 
discovered during the high w ater of the last 
winter. 
Though in places your levees are am ply strong 
to w ithstand any pressure brought to bear 
against w ithout overtooplug them , still the 
weakest seciions of your levee will govern the 
safety of your entire district. 
Owing to the dense brush encountered in 
m any places, it was impossible to m ake such 
accurate exam inations as would be necessary 
before proceeding with the proposed work if 
contracted. I therefore subm it the following as 
m y prelim inary estim ate of the probable cost of 
lb"e work outlined by your com m ittee, and ne- 
cessarv to be done this summer. 
1. From O. O. Izivdal’s souther y 925 feet. On 
this section it is deem ed expedient to raise the 
top Ol the levee 'o a uniform grade ss per profile 
herew ith appended, and outside slope repaired, 
requiring 2,297 cubic yards oi earth st 22 cents,

From Butler’s to the H alf way House—a 
distance of 1.000 feet—the top of leVee to be 
raised oo an average one and eight-tenths feet, 
requtring 691 cubic yards of earth at 21 cents.

For a distance of S20 
feet the levee at this point is in a dangerous 
condition owing to its close proximity to the 
river-bank, the absence of brusn on its outside 
slope and the sweep of the m ain current in the 
convex side of the riv erb ea d beingin.places 
only twenty feet from the top of the levee. 
R e­ 
pairing of outside slope and construction of 
brush revetm ent will aggregate 3/7 cubic yards 
of earth at 24 cents, £90 48; 1,04» square yards of 
brush reveim ent at 15 cents, $157 35; total, 
S247 83.

From Edwards’ house to Oak Hall, a dis­ 
tance of 8,800 feet; the top of this section of 
levee to be raised on an average 11-10 feet, and 
requiring 1.8»0 cubic yards of earth at 24c, 
$453 60; 1,000 yards of earth at 12><c, $125; 
strengthening old Merkley break, 830: total, 
*608 60. 
5. George Peters’ levee, 350 feet In length 
On this section it is advisable to widen the top 
ot levee four feet, w ith 2.1 elope inside, requir­ 
ing 830 cubic yards at 24c, 819» 20. 
6. J. W axon s levee, six rods in length, re­ 
quiring two feet raise of top of levee, $30. 
The total estim ate ot the work as above pro­ 
posed—aggregating *1,737 73—was based on cur­ 
rent rates, and any deviation therefrom , on re­ 
ceipt of bids for such work, will corresponding­ 
ly affect the cost of the same. 
In addition to the above am ount, I would 
suggest the advisability of creating a reserve 
fund in a sum not less than 8500, and that the 
Executive Committee be not dissolved until a 
reclam ation district Is form ed and Trustees 
elected. 
In order to proceed w ith your reclam ation it 
Is necessary: First—To have the statute repealed 
w hich excludes from any reclam ation district all 
lands w ithin two miles ot any incorporated city 
or town. 8 cond—To dissolve lhe organization 
of the Reclam ation District No. 1. T hird—To 
reorganize under the general laws governing 
reclam ation districts. 
I find on exam ination of the boundaries of 
District No. 1, as am ended by statutory law in 
1880, that the district at th a t tim e contained 
over 8,801 acres. This entire- area was th reat­ 
ened w ith overflow during the past winter, lives 
and property endangered, and but a tew inches 
of earth to w ithhold the great volume of flood- 
w ater in the Sacram ento river. A break in 
your levees at that tim e would occasion not 
only a tem porary flooding of the rich bottom 
lands oi your district, but would also occasion 
a heavy depos t of sand, carrying perm anent 
ruin w herever lodged. 
Therefore the urgency for a thorough and 
perfect reclam ation is seen at a glance, and is 
thoroughly understood by anyoue conversant 
w ith your situation. Respectfully subm itted, 
J. C. B o y d , C. E., County Surveyor. 
On motion of Colonel McNasser, the sev­ 
eral reports were adopted as read. 
Expressions of opinions on the subject 
were called for by the Chaii*man from per­ 
sons who are not members of the com m it­ 
tee. The latter, he said, bad agreed on a 
plan of procedure, but preferred to first 
learn the views of others. 
E. R. Edwards moved that the meeting 
fully indorse the action of the committee, 
as far as taken. aDd that it be the sense of 
those present that the levee be enlarged 
and strengthened before next winter. 
The motion was carried unanimously. 
T. B. Lovdal said the committee be­ 
lieved the proper method to pursue would 
be for each property-owner to subscribe a 
sum of money equal to that which he 
would be required to pay under a legallv- 
crganized swamp land district. 
Colonel McNasser said he had 1,200 acres 
of laud in the district, of which only about 
80 to 100 acres was now available for culti­ 
vation, the rest being U D d e r water. H e 
was willing to pay his pro rata of any tax 
which the meeting might see fit to impose. 
He thought the tax should be sufficient to 
cover the estimated cost of the repairs 
needed and leave several hundred dollars 
over for emergencies. Further than that, 
if the subscriptions should run short, be 
would cheerfully give more than his share 
to help out. 
Mr Sprague said that, although he suf­ 
fered more from drainage water from the 
plains than he would from the river over­ 
flowing, still he would indorse any action 
cl' the meeting and pay his share. 
T. B. Lovdal moved that the tax be 
fixed at 31 cents per acre, which would 
raise a fund of $2 200. 
The motion was carried unanimously. 
It was decided that each member of the 
Executive Committee be empowered to 
collect subscriptions. 
On motion of Mr. Edwards, the Execu­ 
tive Committee was continued in authority 
and instructed to carry out the recom­ 
mendations contained in the report of the 
Levee Committee.

THE ASSESSOR S DUTY. 


H e M ust R e g is te r th e V o ters O u tsid e o f 
th e Ctty. 
At the last m onth’s session of the Board 
of Supervisors, a resolution was adopted 
the effect of which was that the Board 
would not allow the usual 15 cents per 
name to the Assessor this year for the reg­ 
istration of voters outside of the city. 
This caused considerable talk in various 
quarters, especially when it was learned 
that the work of registering voters in 
the county would devolve upon the County 
Clerk. The latter official was arranging to 
go ahead with the work, aDd daring yes­ 
terday's session of the Supervisors was pre­ 
paring a resolution to be offered in the Board 
giving him authority to employ several 
deputies to assist him in the work. Super­ 
visor Tebbets observed what Mr. Hamilton 
was doing and took occasion to announce 
that he had come to the conclusion that 
the Board had made a mistake in taking 
from the Assessor that which was allowed 
him by law, and he intended to withdraw 
from his former position in the matter. 
He said he understood that the Repnblican 
County Central Committee was looking 
into the matter, and bad employed an at­ 
torney to see that Assessor Frost carried 
out the work that the law called upon him 
to do. 
Clerk Hamilton tore up the resolution, 
and that ended the matter. 
Mr. Tebbets stated to a R ecord-U n io s 
reporter last eveniog, that the reason the 
Board was opposed last month to allowing 
Assessor Frost to take the registration this 
year, was because it had been given to un­ 
derstand that during the registration two 
years ago people who could easily have 
registered at the County Clerk’s office in 
this city, where no extra charge was made 
against tbs county, were taken to the As­ 
sessor's office to register, where each name 
cost the county fifteen cents. This was not 
looked upon as economy, and the Board 
did not favor putting the m atter in the 
Assessor's hands again. 
Mr. Tebbets added, however, that he was 
satisfied now that the law demanded that 
the Assessor shall do the work outside of 
the city—compensation or no compensa­ 
tion—and he declared that at to day’s ses­ 
sion of the Board he would move to rescind 
the former order, and then move to put the 
m atter iuto the Assessor's hands, where it 
belongs.

WASHINGTON, 
August 7th.—The Interstate 
Commerce Commission announced its decision 
to day in the case ol the San Bernardino Board 
o f Trade against th e Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe and others in favor oi the com plain 
ant. The com plaint alleged th at railroad com­ 
ed i 
panics charged more on certain specified com­ 
modities from Missouri rrrer points, St. Louis, 
Chicago, Cincinnati, Detroit and New York to 
San Bernardino, Cal., th an for a longer distance 
over the same lines to Los Angeles points. 
The Commission decided, briefly-stated, as 
follows: Where th e'co m p lain t alleged th at a 
greater charge in t he aggregate for the transport­ 
ation of a like kind of property is'm ade lor a 
shorter th an tor a longer distance over the 
sam e line in the sam e direction, the shorter 
being included in the longer, and th at au un­ 
lawful preference is thereby given one locality 
over auether. 
Held th at the com plaint is siB'icient to put 
th e carriers on proof th at the services were per­ 
formed under such dissim ilar circum stances as 
justify the greater chatge. The w ater compe­ 
tition, -which will justiiy a greater charge for 
th e shorter distance by the railroads, m ust be 
actual. PessiDle com petition will not justify 
such greater cherge under the.provision ol the 
fourth section of the Act to regulate com­ 
m erce. 
The filing of the schedules rates w ith the 
Commission, as required by the statute, raises 
no presum ption as to the legality of such rates, 
an a no omission or failure to challenge or dis­ 
approve the schedules of the rates tiled can 
have the effect of m aking the rates lawful 
w hich are unreasonable.

T H E ELECTIO N BILL . 


C feanges M ude By th e S en ate C om m ittee 
to th e Substitute. 
Washington, August 7th.—Among the changes 
m ade by the Senate Committee in the substitute 
for the Lodge election bill, which was reported 
to the Senate to-day, are the following: All 
reference to that section of the revised statutes 
w hich it was claim ed provides for the presence 
o f troops at the polls was stricken out. The 
provision for draw ing juries by the Commission­ 
ers was also om itted. 
The penal offenses were simplified and made 
m isdem eanors, instead of felonies. The punish­ 
m ents were modified, the highest punishm ent 
imiiosed being th r.e years’ im prisonm ent and a 
fine of *1,000, as against im prisonm ent for five 
v earsan d a fine of *1 ,000, provided in the House 
bill. 
The Judge of the Circuit Court before whom 
the application is m ade for the appointm ent of 
Supervisors, is authorized to appoint as Super­ 
visors any persons he m ay see fit, not being con­ 
fined in his selection to the list furnished by the 
Chief Supervisor. 
In cases w here ballots are cast in the wrong 
box they are not to tie counted, unless the tally- 
sheet shows th at the votes for Congressman do 
not equal the num ber of nam es on the poll-list. 
Then enough of the votes so wrongfully cast 
shall be added to the tally sheet to make the 
total equal the whole num ber of votes shown to 
be oast. 
When election officers refuse to adm inister 
oaths to v o ters applying therefor, it is provided 
in the hill th at the Supervisors shall adm inister 
th e oath, but no effort is to be m ade to have tbe 
vote thus refused cast, the object being m erely 
to pre«erve the testim ony of the application and 
refusal. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


(IN THE SENATE. 
W ashisotov, August 7th.—After some pre­ 
lim inary m orning business, the tariff bill was 
taken up by the ten ate, the pending question 
being on Vance’s am endm ent to reduce the duty 
on pig iron from .03 of a cent per pound to S5 
per ton. Vance’s am endm ent was rejected— 
yeas 17, nays 27. There were no deviations irom 
party lines on the vote. • 
The next paragraph (125) taxes bar iron, round 
iron, flat and square iron, fiom eignt tenths oi 
a cent to one ceut per pound (according to 
classification). 
McPherson stated th at the average duty In the 
paragraph was ninc-lenlhs of a cent per pound, 
and th at the duty on a ton of such iron (In equal 
Quantities) would be *2010 per ton. The iron 
referred to was of th e lowest quality, not char­ 
coal iron, and the duty proposed was altogether 
too high. He moved to am end by striking out 
th e rate on th e pound and inserting a uniform 
rate of 50 per cent, ad valorem. He said th st 
the duty proposed in the bill was equal to 80 
per ceDt 
Rejected. 
The next paragraph (130) taxes round iron in 
coils or ropes (of cer:ain shapes and sizes) 11 
cents per pound, w ith the provision th at all 
charcoal iron shall by subject to a duty of not 
less th an *22 per ton. The provision does not 
apply to pig iron. 
McPherson moved to reduce the various rates 
in the paragraph. Rejected. 
Vance moveo to reduce the rate in paragraph 
131 (beams, girders and other structural shapes 
of iron or stteli from 9-10 to 6 1-10 oi 1 cent per 
pouud. Rejected. 
The next paragraph (132) applied to boiler 
iron steel and im joses duties varying according 
to classification from 1 cent per pouDd to 3 1-10 
cents per pound, and the duty on the highest 
class to 45 per cent ad valorem. 
Vest moved to reduce the various specific rates 
in the paragrahs to ó») per cent, ad valorem. Re­ 
jected. 
The tariff bill was tem porarily laid aside to 
allow Allison lo present the conference report 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill. This 
bill, said Allison, as it passed the House, had

T he T reasury D ep artm en t K ndeavoring 
to S elect a Site. 
Washington, August 7th.—Secretary Windom 
stated to-day that as yet he had not been able 
to secure the attendance of his colleagues on 
the San Francisco Site Commission in order to 
receive General Clarkson’s report on the vari 
ous sites an a th eir advantages. He had tele­ 
graphed to the Attorney-General, who was out 
of the city, aud as soon as be returned he wou.d 
call a meeting. No action w ill be taken on 
Clarkson’s report until Colonel Low. who repre­ 
sents the Treasury D epartm ent, shall have sent 
iu his. Then, if Low’s report follows th at of 
Clarkson’s and the local San Francisco Com­ 
mission in recom m ending the site on Second 
aud Howard streets, facing New Montgomery, 
that site will undoubtedly ’be selected. But if 
Low dissents the question may rem ain open, al­ 
though it is believed that Clarkson’s judgm ent 
would be considere-ed better than Low’s. 
Iu response lo an inquiry the Secretary stated 
th at he had received no protests since the Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press had sent out the sub­ 
stance of Clarkson's report 
The Secretary 
seemed som ewhat surprised when told of Low’s 
presence in San Francisco, and that it was 
known. He said that be bad expected that 
Low had gone to San .lose first. It appears that 
It waa intended that Low's visit to San Fran­ 
cisco should be kept secret in order th at he 
m ight not be em barrassed during his investiga­ 
tion bv owners of the various sites. The San 
Jose site was to be th e known object of his trip, 
w hl e the San Francisco site was really the 
ulterior and m ain object. 


T H E OREG O N 
CENSUJ. 


M ore Specific C h arges 
M ust be F iled 
A gain st E n u m erators. 
W ashington. August 7th.—Iu answ er to a 
telegram fiom the Portland (Oregon) Cham ber 
of Commerce, the delegation has telegraphed 
them to m ake tne charges agaiDst the Census 
Supervisors and enum erators 
more specific. 
Until that is done the departm ent can take no 
aelion in the m atter. Representative H erm ann 
thinks that the older settled State of Oregon 
should have a greater population than the 
newer State of W ashington, w ith its transient 
m ale population, but the census returns show 
that W ashington has a aiuch larger population 
than Oregon, w hile th e latter State casta a 
larger vote. 
Mr. H erm ann says th at the enum erators in 
W ashington counted the crews of seventy-five 
snips then in th e harbor on Puget Sound. They 
also counted the trai sient guests at the hotels. 
In some of the country districts of Oregon the 
census enum erators were dissatisfied w ith the 
pay ot $5 per day, and m ade a very incom plete 
canvass. 
Senators Mitchell and Dolph and Represent­ 
ative H erm ann called upon the Secretary of the 
Interior to-day. The Secretary said th at one 
cause of W ashington's apparent advantage over 
Oregen iu poiurof population lay in the fact 
that Oregon had no rival cities, such as Seattle 
and Tacoma. In the latter places they elected 
them selves to register every inhabitant. 
The special agent, who visited Portland some 
tim e ago, reports the Treasury D epartm ent that 
the Oregon and Washington enum erations were 
careful and accurate, and that Oregon’s com­ 
plaint is inspired by a jealousy of W ashington’s 
rapid growth, and by Portland’s jealousy of 
8eattle and Tacoma. It is not known yet w hat 
action the Census Departm ent will lake in the 
m atter. The officials are aw aiting more specific 
charges from Portland. 


T H E IR R IG A T IO N SCHEM E. 


T he C om pany W aitin g to See W hat A c­ 
tion C ongress T akes. 
W ashington, August 7th.—When the Califor­ 
nia As-oc a ted Píes» agent first learned of the 
proposed organization of tne irrigation com ­ 
pany, herctolore alluded to in these dispatches, 
the iuiorm aut slated that the action of congress 
in repealing the Act of October 2 ,1588, reserv­ 
ing irrigable lands irom settlem ent, would uot 
influence tbe action ot the proposed irrigation 
syndicate; tn al it would proceed in perfecting 
its organization w hether that law was repealed 
or not. 
The correspondent inquired about m atters 
again to-uighl, and was told th at tbe compauy 
was w ailing to see w hat action congress would 
take. This confirms the belief am ong Pacific 
coast m en that laua speculators and syndicates 
have been actively at work here trying to so 
cure the repeal of the obnoxious law. 
It has been reported in San Francisco and in 
Nevada that Senator Stewart was interested in 
the gigantic irrigation schem e. It is but justice 
to Senator Stewart to say that he knows nothiug 
w hatever of the proposed syndicate. His tight 
against Powell has been solely because he 
thought his plan im practicable. 
Mr. Powell, in 
turn, believes that m e ret>eal of the reservation 
Act will enable the laud grabbing syndicate to 
gobble up great tracts of land.
